We print below the clection address issued 
jointly by Dr. Brackenbury and Mr. Harman, dated 
October 18th, 1929. 


GENERAL MEDICAL COUNCIL. 
oF Two Direcr REPRESENTATIVES. 

To the Registered Medical Practitioners of England 

and Wales. 

LapigEs AND GENTLEMEN, 

We offer ourselves as candidates for election to the 
General Medical Council as direct representatives of the regis- 
tered medical practitioners of England and Wales. One of us 
has been such a representative for the past five years, and, as 
a member of the Education and Public Health Committees of 
the Council, has taken an intimate part in that review of medical 
education and of the needs of the public health service in which 
the Council has recently been engaged, and which is not yet 
concluded. 

We regard it as of great importance that advantage should 
be taken of the method of direct representation to secure the 
presence on the Council of additional members who have con- 
siderable experience of private practice (including special as 
well as general and insurance practice) in order that the con- 
ditions of such practice may be fully weighed in connexion 
with any disciplinary proceedings. In this regard, one of us 
has been in active general practice and insurance practice for 
many years, while the other, in addition to a long experience in 
private practice and as a member of a hospital staff, has held 
for a considerable period an important office in the School 
Medical Service of the London County Council. Both of us 
have been members of the Hospitals Committee of the British 
Medical Association, and of the Insurance Acts Committee, for 
a number of years, and so are familiar with those hospital 
problems which are so important at the present time, and with 
the special conditions attached to insurance practice. Each of 
us has been, and is, in a position which brings him into contact 
with all varieties of medical practice and enables him to 
familiarize himself with general professional opinion; and we 


may claim in this way to be able to appreciate and to voice 
that opinion to an altogether exceptional degree. ; 

In connexion with medical education it is important, we 
think, that the point of view of those who are the taught and 
the examined should be prominently considered along with 
the point of view of the teacher and examiner. The con- 
ditions of actual practice, general or special, are not always 
as prominent in the mind of the teacher as they well might be. 
The position of special branches of practice should not be lost 
sight of in prescribing the medical curriculum or in regulating 
training and examination—whether such special practice be 
followed exclusively or cultivated in association with a more 
general practice, especially perhaps in relation to extended or 
additional insurance benefits and to the clinical services of local 
authorities. In the administrative and legislative aspects of 
these matters, as well as in their educational aspects, the 
position of the General Medical Council is one of increasing 
influence and importance. In our opinion such influence should 
be exercised in the direction of maintaining the best traditions 
and methods of private practice, and we claim that our 
familiarity with such administration an@ its problems will be 
a valuable qualification for such service as we may be able to 
render should our candidature be successful. 

If opportunity should arise we should strongly advocate and 
support an increase in the number of direct representatives on 
the Council.

Tue City Division held the first meeting of the winter session at 
the Metropolitan Hospital, Kingsland Road, on October 1st, when 
Dr, Worster-DrovGut, physician to out-patients, Metropolitan and 
West End Hospitals, read an extremely interesting paper entitled 
Some recent advances in diagnosis and treatment.’ 
He dealt with recent advances in the diagnosis and treatment 
of various forms of encephalitis, including Schilder’s disease and 
encephalitis lethargica; disseminated sclerosis; spinal cord tiimours; 
general paralysis of the insane; and spontaneous subarachnoid 
haemorrhage. He discussed the differential diagnosis of pykno- 
lepsy, narcolepsy, and cataplexy from epile sy. Dr. Worster- 
Drought demonstrated the ‘alee of Lange’s colloidal gold curve, of 
the Froin syndrome, and of the injection by cisterna magna and 
lumbar puncture of lipiodol and rays in the diagnosis of many of 


_these conditions; he went on to emphasize the usefulness of some 


of the latest forms of treatment, and called attention to the 
improved prognoses in many of these diseases. The paper was 
highly appreciated by a large gathering, and a good discussion 
followed on the. malarial treatment of general paresis, on the 
maximal limits of certain drugs used in treatment, and on other 
points raised by the paper. 

A hearty vote of thanks was accorded the lecturer for hi 
address. 

At a clinical meeting held in conjunction with the Asculapian 
Society at the Metropolitan Hospital on October 11th, Mr. W. H. 
McCuLiaGH demonstrated (1) the causes and treatment of prolapse 
in uteri; (2) induction of labour and methods employed; &) treat- 
ment of carcinoma of the uterus; (4) treatment of dysmenorrhoea 
and amenorrhoea. The largest number of members that have ever 
been present at a City Division clinical meeting attended and gave 
an excellent start to the sessional clinical meetings. 


Merrorouitan Counties Branco: LamMBetH SouTHWARK 
Division. 
A ciinicaL meeting of the Lambeth and Southwark Division was 
held at the Belgrave Hospital on October 9th. Dr. Cantitey showed 
a series of most interesting cases, including examples of rheumatic 
heart in children; a case of haemorrhagic nephritis following 
tonsillitis and cervical adenitis; and one of severe rickets. 


Miptanp Branch: CHESTERFIELD Division. 
Tue inaugural meeting of the new session of the Chesterfield 
Division was held on October 4th, when there was a good aitend- 
ance to welcome Mr. W. W. Krnc, surgeon to the Jessop Hospital, 
Sheffield, who delivered an address on practical ante-natal care and 
its limitations. The speaker, by the citation of figures, showed that 
ante-natal care was ified and necessary, many women being 
spared the burden ot continued ill health during their lives. He 
also made it clear that some maternal deaths were absolutely 
unavoidable. Mr. King then gave in detail his plan of super- 
vision for a pregnant woman, emphasizing particularly the danger 
signals. Pelvimetry was discussed, the lecturer commenting on 
its great advantages, and explaining how the findings should be 
interpreted. The toxaemias of pregnancy were very lucidly dealt 
with, as well as their requisite treatment. There was a discussion 
at the close of the lecture, in which many members took part. A 
vote of thanks to Mr. King terminated the happy start to the 
session. 
Sussex Brancn: CuicHesTeR AND WortTHING Drvision. 

A meetinc of the Chichester and Worthing Division was held in 
the Burlington Hotel on October 2nd, when Dr. F, H. ALEXANDER 
was in the chair. 

A communication from the head office was read regarding the 
inquiry into the incidence of cancer and its history after treatment. 
Volunteers were invited to contribute to the inquiry; Drs. J. H. C. 
Thompson, J, H. Stormont, and W Heywood-Waddington 
undertook to fill up the forms. In response to a communication 
from the Hampshire, Dorset, and West Sussex Regional Com- 
mittee of the British Hospitals Association, it was agreed that the 
Division, with other neighbouring Divisions of the British Medical 
Association, should, in conjunction with the Regional Committee, 
form a standing joint committee for the purpose of consultation 
with the local authorities under Section 13 of the Local Government 
Act, 1929. 

On the motion of Dr. THompson, seconded by Dr. Donatpson, it 
was unanimously decided to hold a ball on February 28th, 1930, on 
the same lines as the ball held on April 9th last. 

Mr. J. R. Grirritrx (Royal Sussex Hospital) then gave. a most 
interesting paper on fractures of the leg. He demonstrated the 
use of a modification of the Hawley table for the reduction of 
fractures, and by means of lantern slides showed the results 
obiained in a large number of cases. An interesting discussion 
followed, in which Drs. Hiyps, Brooke, Kerry, Donavpsoy, 
Witsiaw, and Mackrxtos took part. An excellent dinner was 
served in the hotel under the chairmanship of Dr, Frank Hinps, - 
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Insurance of Doctors’ and Dentists’ Employees. 


INSURANCE OF THE EMPLOYEES OF DOCTORS 
AND DENTISTS. 
Tue Government departments concerned in this matter have 
jointly issued a memorandum (Memo. 317/X) on employees 
of medical and dental practitioners in relation to national 
health, pensions, and unemployment insurance. 


HeEAttTH AND Pensions INSURANCE. 

Under the provisions of the National Health Insurance Acts, 
1924 to 1928, and the Widows’, Orphans’, and Old Age Contri- 
butory Pensions Act, 1925, contributions are in general required 
to be paid for all persons who have attained the age of 16 and 
are employed under a contract of service at a rate not exceeding 
£250 a year for whole-time service, or without any limit of 
remuneration where the employment is by way of manual 
labour. A person employed as an apprentice is similarly 
required to be insured, if he receives wages or other money 
payment in respect of his services. Thus, subject to what is 
said below, health and pensions contributions are payable for 
nurses, dispensers, secretaries and reception clerks, dental 
mechanics and apprentices, domestic servants, hall porters, and 
chauffeurs. The contributions in respect of such persons must 
be paid for each week during the whole or part of which they 
are employed ; and in any week when they have been gy 
in an insurable capacity by more than. one employer, the first 
employer is responsible for the contributions. 

The following paragraphs of the memorandum deal with 
certain provisions of the Acts specially affecting persons 
employed by medical and dental practitioners. 


Rate of Remuneration. 

In the case of manual workers (see next paragraph) the rate 
of their remuneration does not affect their liability to insurance, 
and contributions are payable whatever their earnings may be. 
But in the case of persons not manually employed (such as 
nurses or secretaries) contributions are not required to be paid 
if the rate of their remuneration exceeds £250 a year. In 
arriving at the rate of remuneration of such persons account 
should be taken of the value to the employee of any emoluments 
in kind, such as board or lodging, provided at the employer’s 
expense. ‘The cost to the employer, though often a useful guide, 
is not necessarily to be taken as the value of remuneration in 
kind. The employer and the employed person will usually be 
in a position to agree as to what should be taken as a fair 
money equivalent of the value of such emoluments to the 
employed person, and it is only in cases of special difficulty 
that reference need be made to the Insurance Department. 
Ordinarily, the value of board and lodging is assessed at about 
35s. a week. In the case of part-time employment the equiva- 
lent remuneration for normal whole-time employment should 
be taken. 

Manual Labour. 

The question whether an employment is or is not by way of 
manual labour is only material where the rate of remuneration 
exceeds £250 a year, as persons whose remuneration is within 
that limit are insurable in any event. The question arises 
principally in the case of dental mechanics and chauffeurs. 

A dental mechanic is employed by way of manual labour, 
notwithstanding that he supervises assistants in addition to 
engaging in the manipulative work involved in making 
dentures, plates, artificial teeth, crowns, etc. A decision of 
the Minister of Health to this effect has been upheld by Mr. 
Justice Roche. On the other hand, a dentist’s assistant who 
is engaged in the ordinary duties of a qualified dentist, and who 
‘attends to patients in that capacity, is regarded as employed 
otherwise than by way of manual labour. But where such an 
assistant also takes part in mechanical work regard must be 
had to the main and substantial nature of his duties. If he is 
substantially employed as a dental mechanic- he is a manual 
worker. In any case where there is difficulty in determining 
whether the employment is or is not by way of manual labour 
it is desirable that reference should be made to the Insurance 
Department for a ruling. 

A chauffeur who is required to clean the car and to effect 
running repairs, in addition to driving, is normally regarded as 
onperet y way of manual labour, and is, therefore, com- 
pulsorily insurable irrespective of the rate of his remuneration. 


UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 

Except as stated below, contributions under the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Acts are required to be paid in respect of any 
— whose employment falls within the scope of compulsory 

ealth and pensions insurance, as explained above. 

As regards persons employed by members of the professions, 
there are three main classes in which liability to unemployment 
insurance does not coincide with liability to insurance under the 
Health Insurance and Pensions Acts—namely, employment as a 
female professional nurse for the sick, employment in domestic 
service, and employment in agriculture (including horticulture). 


Female nurses have been excepted from unen 
insurance since July, 1922, and contributions ceased aan 
date to be payable in respect of them. The exception does 
extend to dispensers, secretaries, or persons. emp 
doctors or dentists on such duties as to receive patients by 
appointments, answer telephone messages, clean and sf may 
instruments, clean and dust surgery fittings, mix cement 
unless the attendant is a duly qualified nurse and 
such, ies 
_ Employment in domestic service is excepted from liability 
insurance only where the employed person is not em . 
a trade or business carried on for the purposes of gain i 
has been held by Mr. Justice Roche that a doctor is carryip, 

a business for the purpose of gain within the meaning 9 the 
Acts, and domestic servants employed in that business are 
fore required to be insured. The Judge decided that a chaufien 
employed primarily to drive a doctor on his rounds, and 
domestic servant employed by a doctor in a nursing : 
carried on by him in addition to his practice, were employed jy 
the business of their respective employers. These decisions gy 


held to cover in principle chauffeurs employed to drive » 
accompany doctors on their rounds, servants employed to attenj 
upon the patients or staff in a nursing home, and ts 
employed at the surgeries of doctors or dentists to admit 
patients, make appointments, or otherwise in connexion with the 
employer’s professional requirements. 

Servants employed in doctors’ or dentists’ private residencs 
solely in connexion with their employers’ personal needs, anj 
servants whose duties in connexion with their employers 
business are confined to cleaning the surgery and admitting 
occasional patients, are not regarded as employed in th 
business, and are not, therefore, required to be insured agains 
unemployment. Servants employed by doctors or dentists jy 
connexion partly with their employers’ professional require’ 
ments and partly with the employers’ personal needs should be 
regarded as insurable if their substantial employment is employ. 
ment in the former capacity. It has been held by Mr. Justice 
Roche that one-third is a substantial part of an employee's 
working hours. Employment in agriculture (for example, as 
gardener, whether regular or jobbing) is totally excepted fron! 
unemployment insurance.

Salaries of Whole-time Public Health Officers. t 

Sm,—-1 heartily agree with the views expressed by your 
correspondent ‘‘ Disappointed Assistant ’’ in the Supplement 
of October 5th (p. 162). It is a well-known fact that a very 
small percentage of assistants can ever become, or hope to 
become, a chief of a department, yet the disparity in many 
cases between the salaries of the chiefs and the salaries of 
the assistants is most marked, although oft-times the medieil 
and public health qualifications and responsibilities of the 
latter are equal, and even exceed, those of the former; and 
these responsibilities are being added year by year to both the 
chiefs and assistants. 

Therefore, with the present proposed scale of £500-£700 per 
annum, an assistant, although he holds excellent qualifications 
and has had wide experience, but has not been fortunate 
enough among the general scramble to obtain a head int- 
ment, must, after ten, fifteen, or twenty years’ loyal and 
devoted service to a local authority, be content to remain on 
£700 per annum—a salary which is, in many cases, less than 
half that of his chief. It is obvious that a general practitioner 
whose net income did not exceed per annum after 
fifteen or twenty years’ hard work, would consider himself a 
failure. 

Such a state of affairs in a well-established public health 
service such as obtains in this country to-day will not he 
conducive to a contented body of assistant officers; and one 
might suggest that the proposed maximum should be raised im 
all cases, and should even, in the case of larger authorities, 
be £1,000 per annum. In this way common fairness 
justice would be meted out to a large number of efficient and 
competent officers who have served their authority loyally and 
devotedly over a prolonged period, and incidentally the public 
health service would then be analogous, as regards increments 
of pay, to the Government services. 

Finally, it would be interesting to know how many assistant 


public health officers had any say in the matter when the, 


present proposed scale was drawn up.—I am, etc., 


October 7th.
